ODD CASE OF WACKEKLE. 


COURTS SAY HE'S DEAD. THE GOV- 
ERNMENT STILL PAYS HIS PENSION. 


Alive. According to tlie 1'eusion Kureau, 


Although Killed iu a Kailroa<l Acci- 
rteiitia 1872, for Wliic-U His Widow Col- 
lected JUuuiatjts and lusurauce Folicy. 
This government, -with quarterly 


regularity, is paying pensions to a 
man \viio has been declared dead by a 
United States co-art, and Avhose life 
insurance has been paid to his widow- 
—that is, his widow de juie. The 
Wackerle case is stranger than iictiou. 
William Wakerle of company H. Ninth 
regiment Minnesota 
infantry, still 


lives, in the opinion of the pension 
bureau. Waekerle, same company and 
same regiment, was killed in a* rail- 
road accident so long ago as 1872. ac- 
cording to the veidict and the de- 
cision of the United States circuit 
court at Si. Louis twenty years ago. 


Basing her claim upon tlie "evi- 


dence and the ilndiug of the court 
that her husband was dead, Walberga 
\\ackerle, the widow de jure, has been 
trying to get a pension. 
The case 


has been investigated again and again. 
Spec-ia! examiners have visited vari- 
ous parts of the country and have col- 
lected voluminous testimouv. 
The 


conclusion arrived at is that"William 
Wac-kerle still lives, and the govern- 
ment continues to pay the pension to 
him, denying the claim of the alleged 
widow. A decision to this effect was 
made on .July 1. 1896. The persistent 
widow has continued to press the 
matter, appealing the case through all 
the stages provided by law. She car- 
ried it to the assistant secretary of 
the interior, Webster Davis, and he 
has declared that William Waekerle 
is stil! living.
